ator begins today and possibly until 
time for the joint ballot on Wednesday. 


The Senate is divided into two- or- 


ganizations, one with Senator Adams 
as presiding officer 
and 
Sprague as 


secretary; the other with Lieutenant- 
Governor Haggott and Secretary Pryor 
as officers. The first named organiza- 
tion has thrown out 
two 
regularly 


elected Republicans and seated two 
Democrats for the purpose of giving 
the Democrats a majority on joint bal- 
lot. 
Meanwhile the Republicans have 


thrown out seven Democrats thereby 
gaining a majority in the Senate. The 
oath of office was administered to the 


seven Republicans, but they were re- 
fused admission to the Senate cham- 
ber. Judge Oabbert administered the 
oath to the two Democrats.

Guaymas People Pro- 


pose fo Gef Rid 


of Plague. 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 20.—A special 


from Nogales, A. T., says that advices 
from Guaymas state that orders have 
been received at Mazatlan by the Fed- 
eral authorities to burn the ship yard, 
which was erected a few years ago at a 
great cost to trie Federal government. 
The destruction of the ship yard is only 
part of a program of desperate meas- 
ures to rid the city of the dread bu- 
bonic plague. 


It is now believed that plag-ue has 


been contracted from Infected vessels 
coming from the far East and going 
ashore for repairs. 


The plague has been carried ashore 


principally by rats and other small 
animals living in adobe walls of 
the 


town: It is impossible to get rid of 
these pests without 
destroying 
the 


buildings they infest, and if- necessary 
all of the adobe buildings in Mazatlan 
will be burned or razed to the ground 
to rid them 
of 
the plague-infested 


pests. An attempt has been made to 
stop the spread 
of 
the 
disease by, 


means of these pe'Bts being poisoned, 
but It has come to no avail. The peo- 
ple, of Mazatlan have been anxiously 
awaltlng the arrival of virus from the 
United States. It is proposed to inocu- 
late the population as -far as possible 
with the virus.

have settled in the island with their 
families and mean to stay. Before in- 
vesting their money in the purchase 
and improvement of real estate they 
received official assurances from Wash- 
ington that the Isle of Pines was the 
territory of the United States. 
They 


refuse to pay further taxes to the Cu- 
bans and ask that steps be immediate- 
ly taken to establish a government in 
the island under American authority.

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THE FARM LABOR PROBLEM. 


The -biennial report of State tabor 


Commissioners Myers contains some 
interesting and instructive matter rel- 
ative to wage-earning in the various 
industries of California, While It is 
not in sufficient detail to thoroughly 
illuminate the subject, the summaries 
afford an intelligible Insight into the 
conditions which produce labor trou- 
bles in this State. 


A chapter devoted to labor employed 


in agriculture and horticulture is of 
particular interest. It touches a ques- 
tion that was exhaustively discussed at 
the recent annual meeting of the Fruit 
Growers Association. That body took 
the ground that white farm labor was 
too expensive and too untrustworthy to 
be depended upon by horticulturists. 
AJS a result of the debate a resolution 
was adopted in favor of modifying the 
Exclusion Act to admit of the impor- 
tation of a limited number of Chinese 
laborers. In short, the fruit growers 
of this State took precisely the same 
stand as the planters of Hawaii. 


•With this in view, what Commis- 


sioner Myers has to say in regard to 
aftr'cultural labor posseses pith and a 
living interest. 


The number of hours worked per 


diem by -white wage-earners on the 
agricultural farms in California during 
sowing season ranges on an average 
from 10 to 11, and during harvesting 
season, from 12 to 13. 


The wages per diem paid to white 


labor employed on the 
agricultural 


farms In California range on an aver- 
age, during the sowing season, from 
Jl to 11.15, with board, and during 
harvesting season, from J1.50 to ?2, 
with board. 


Of the replies received to the quali- 


ty of. board furnished to workers on 
farms, 64 per cent declared such board 
to be good; 15 per cent declared it to 
be fair, and 21 per cent declared it to 
be very bad. 


Of the replies received to the query 


as to the predominating nationality of 
the workers employed on farms, 64 per 
cent declared such predominating na- 
tionality to be American; 3 per cent 
declared It to be Irish; 6 per cent de- 
clared it to be German; 3 per cent de- 
clared it to be Italian; 3 per cent de- 
clared it to be Mexican; 6 per cent de- 
clared It to be Portuguese; 3 per cent 
declared it to be Swiss; and 10 per 
cent declared It to be Indiscriminately 
mixed. 


The 
Commissioner 
explains 
the 


seeming inconsistency in regard to na- 
tionality of laborers by saying that the 
replies related to localities, and it hap- 
pens that In one locality one nationali- 
ty may predominate, while in another 
locality another nationality will pre- 
dominate. 
Assuming this to be cor- 


rect, Americans constitute the majori- 
ty of farm laborers. 


Of the replies received to the query 


as to the stability and reliability of 
the wage-workers finding employment 
an agricultural farms. 62 per cent de- 
clared such wage-workers to be, aa a 
rule, reliable, and 38 per cent declared 
them to be utterly unreliable and un- 
stable. 


To the quesry as to the cause of the 


Instability among wage-workers on 
farms, where the same existed, 18 per 
opnt of the replies received declared 
said 
cause 
to 
be 
intemperance; 


> per 
cent 
declared It to

employment; 
6

ity of board and lodgings furnished to 
such labor; 10 per cent declared it to 
be bad treatment at the hands of em- 
•ployers; 10 per cent declared It to be 
low -wages paid to such labor; 11 per 
cent declared it to be natural shiftless- 
ness on the part of such labor, and 42 
per cent attempted no explanation. 


It will be seen from these reports 


that farm labor works more hours and 
receives less pay than any other class 
of labor In the State. It Is Indifferent- 
ly housed, although the food appears 
to be fairly good. A point that should 
not escape attention, IB the lack of 
steady employment on the farms and 
the fruit orchards. On the farms prop- 
ir there are two seasons of employment 
—the sowing, and harvesting seasons— 
separated by alternate Interregnums. 
The same la true of the fruit industry. 
In the orchards, the plowing and prun- 
ing period Is divided oft from the har- 
vesting season, and the labor situation 
1» aggravated by the fact that it re- 
quires a great deal more labor to har-. 
vest and pack the fruit crop than It 
does to raise It. 


Thus agricultural labor In California 


—that is, white labor—is semi-nomad- 
ic. It comes and goes, and has 
no 


lied habitation. It is without steady 
employment In all seasons; Is a shift- 
Ing quantity, for the most part un- 
skilled, and, affected 
greatly 
by the 


conditions of the labor market In fixed 
Industries. A diversification of crops 
that will enable the bulk of farm la- 
borers to be employed the year round 
seems to promise some relief. 
But 


fanners and fruit growers must not 
expect steady and reliable men to work 
ten to twelve hours a day for $1.50 a 
day when they can get from $2 to J2.50 
for working eight or nine hours a day 
In th« city. 


When the farmers could get all the 


labor they wanted at prices ranging 
from $15 to <30 a month and board, 
they co.uld hardly sell their crops for 
any price. Now,products bring- a good 
price, 'but the cost of labor has risen 
proportionately. 


THE PLAQUE SITUATION. 


Perhaps it waa inevitable, but it Is 


none the less unfortunate that greed 
and business rivalry should be compli- 
cated with the plague situation in San 
Francisco. 
It seems, however, that 


James J. Hill will stop at nothing to 
Injure the commercial prestige of that 
city in the hope of building up Seattle. 
It has been clearly demonstrated that 
the crusade against the army transport 
service was inspired by him. 


Now he Is trying to have San Fran- 


cisco branded as a breeding place for 
bubonic plague, hoping- In that way to 
drive the transport business to Seattle 
His efforts are seconded by the health 
officials 
of several States, notably 


those of Maryland and Minnesota. 


This development admonishes the 


people of this State that the policy of 
concealment and suppression cannot be 
:ontinued with safety. It was pursued 
to prevent a disastrous interference 
with the commerce of San Francisco, 
but It now threatens to recoil with still 
more disastrous effect. 


First let it be scientifically deter- 


mined that plague does or does not 
exist in San Francisco. 


Second, If It is shown to exist, then 


let the 
most 
rigorous measures ±>e 


adopted for stamping it out. 
Gover- 


nor Pardee outlined the correct policy 
In these words. 


"What California wants Is a clean 


bill of health as soon as possible. There 
Is only way to get It, and that Is to do 
as the properly constituted authorities 
direct. The people of other States are 
firmly of the opinion that the bubonic 
plague exists In California, whether 
we believe that It exists or not, and for 
self protection we 
must 
give them 


every assurance that everything requi- 
site is being done and will be done. If 
the bubonic plague is here we want to 
stamp It out absolutely, and )f it la not 
here we want to have the world con- 
vinced of the fact without delay. 
So 


whatever the constituted medical au- 
thorities say is necessary will be done 
freely and willingly." 


The plague conference at New York 


adopted a formal resolution declaring 
that deaths from plague have occurred 
In San Francisco, and although bias 
and hostility toward that city were 
manifest In the conference, the pre- 
sumption is that the resolution stated 
a fact. But the disease has never been 
epidemic, has 
never threatened the 


public health. 
In over two years the 


total deaths 
alleged. to 
have been 


caused' by plague aggregate only nine- 
ty. 
Only three of the victims were 


white, and none of the cases originated 
in the city. 
This shows that the 


plague has never propagated In San 
Francisco and has no permanent lodge- 
ment But the facts should be admit- 
ted and made public, ana the disease 
eradicated if present. 


OXNARD NOT A SPOKESMAN. 


The Eastern press seems to thjnk 


that whatever Henry T. Oxnard choos- 
es to say expresses the position of Cal- 
ifornia on the Cuban reciprocity ques- 
tion. 
Mr. Oxnard does not represent 


California sentiment at all, nor does he 
speak for the Republican party. He Is 
not a beet grower, but a sugar manu- 
facturer, and he has no more right to 
sacrifice the beet growers to his own 
selfish interests t&an he has to set him- 
self up as the accredited agent of the 
Republicans of this State. 


The Republicans of California ex- 


pressed themselves on the subject of 
Cuban reciprocity clearly and unequiv- 
ocally in the platform adopted by the 
last State Convention. That declaration 
Is In strict Accord with the Republican 
national platform adopted at Philadel- 
phia. In 1900, and must atand as the 
law 
of the 
party 
till repealed 
or 


amended by a national convention or 
by subsequent declaration of a Re- 
publican State Convention In Califor- 
nia- 


Public sentiment in this State has 


undergone 110 change, with respact to 
cutting down the duty on sugar, tobac- 
co and citrus fruits 
imported 
from 


Cuba. 
It was expressed In the Re- 


publican State platform, and whatever 
action may be taken by Congress that 
declaration Is "as 
expressive 
of the 


opinion of the mass of Californlans as 
the day It was adopted. 
Mr. Oxnard 


was not consulted when that plank 
i'as framed, and he is not authorized 
to declare it nullified now.

dress of the person owning the property 
on the tax hill stub at tlie time that the 
taxes arc paid. 


Heretofore considerable time has been 
lost to a real estate dealer or other per- 
sona who might bo interested in locating 
the person owning a certain piece of prop- 
erty by the fact that no address of the 
owner of such property is kept at the 
tax office.

bear at our hearts is testimony of a life 
more noble and unselfish than that 
which falls to the lot of most men. 
The sorrow and memory of his friends 
must be a man's only worthy monu- 
ment. 


"We might tell now, for the ears of 


those to whom Fred Peterson \^as per- 
haps comparatively 
a 
stranger, the 


story of his coming to us from a dis- 
tant land, of his lasting conquest of 
our affections, of his self sacrificing 
and patient struggle for the acquisi- 
tion of that science which was in his 
hands so splendid a force. We may 
speak of his wide and useful opera- 
tions in the sphere of his activities, of 
the success and fame that crowned his 
efforts, of his charm and magnetism 
among his fellows. But the thing that 
Is, and must ever be, above and beyond 
all those, the beautiful and unpurchas- 
able endowment of human sympathy 
and kindness which w.as unconscious- 
ly his gift to all who knew him well, 
this we cannot paint nor define. 
But 


in returning to the nature which was 
their source the elements that shrined 
his nobility of heart and mind, let us 
do so with the conviction that the 
qualities which won our love will sure- 
ly commend him to that Power beyond 
the Veil to whom the soul of man is 
an open book, and the longest life as 
but a watch in the night. May he rest 
in that porfert peace of death which is 
beyond all human understanding."

DOING GOOD WORK ON THE 


TWELFTH STREET DAM. 


Contractors, However, Will be Com- 
, 
pelled to Ask the City Council 


for flore Time. 


.' Work is rapidly progressing on the 
•Twelfth 
street dam, v.-hlch is being 


raised and 
widened, 
but 
It is not 


thought that it can be completed with- 
in the 120 days allowed under the con- 
tract. 


The contractors, Hutchlnson, Ran- 


some & Co., will probably be com- 
pelled to ask the City Council for an 
extension o£ time. 


The contract was awarded October 


29, 1902, and entered into November 11, 
1902. Work was actually commenced 
three days later and was to have been 
completed within 120 clays from that 
time, or by March 17. 


.The contractors began work on the 


concrete culvert on the eastern end o£ 
the dam. 
This culvert will hava four 


arches, each twelve feet in width, and 
will be the only inlet to Lake Merritt 
from the estuary. 


Piles are still being driven for a 


foundation for the culvert, and as soon 
as they are in place, the concrete work 
will be commenced. 


The driving of the piles is consuming 


more time than was expected, as the 
ground is exceedingly hard and there 
are a lot of old piles at that point that 
were used to support the old bridge. 


These old piles are still good and 


will serve to strengthen the foundation 
for tha concrete, but they are causing 
considerable difficulty in driving the 
new ones. 


After the concrete is laid it will be 


given time to set. 
Concrete workers 


say that the composition should be cov- 
ered with moist earth and allowed to 
set for at least thirty days. 
/ 


During that time truffle over the dam 


will be suspended. 


After the completion of the culvert, 


the work of raising and widening, the 


dam will be completed within a short 
time. 


The old culvert will be filled, the old 


planks will all be taken out and the 
dam will be raised with gravelly soil. 


A large force of men is at work on 


the dam and everything is being done 
under the direction of the Superintend- 
ent of Streets. 
— 


Superintendent Ott has secured the 


services of former City Engineer R. M. 
Clement as inspector, and he is person- 
ally supervising the work. 


Mr. Clemopt is a practical engineer 


and he is giving the matter his entire 
time to see that the contract is carried 
out according to the specifications.

Board laau night as follows: Sara Wai- 
ter, Ada I. I-'raster from the Grammar 
School Department, Paul I. Mohr from 
the Hlg'h School and Ezra Mr. Decoto 
from the Night School Department. 


A leave of absence of two months was 
granted Miss Kate H. Beauvais and the 
leave of "-"absence which has been given 
to Miss Martha E, PYenoh has been ex- 
tended on account of her extended ill 
health. 


Communications 
were received from 
something 
like forty outside students 


asking that-their tuition be remitted and 
while these were referred to the com-

NEW BILL INTRODUCED AT SACRA 


MENTO TO CHANGE PRESENT 


LAW. 


SACRAMBNTO. Jan. 10.—Assemblyman 


Gl-eer of Sacramento Introduced a bill 


providing far the election of county road 
overseers instead of allowing Supervisors 


to appoint them. 


One overseer is to serve in each Su- 


pervisorial district. 


At a meeting 
of the 
Committee on 


Highways and Bridges this afternoon an 


amendment was offered making the over- 
seers elective in each road district of a 


county. 
They are to be paid three dol- 


lars a day wnen actively ai work. 


AN OLD CHURCH'S TREASURES. 


In the annals of Portsmouth, under 


date of 1732, I find the following: 


"This year a number of gentlanien 


attached to ihe Episcopal church, and 
giving decided preference to the ritual 
of the English liturgy, erected a build- 
ing here for the purpose of conducting 
public worship agreeably to that form. 
Mr. Thomlinson (who had been form- 
erly engaged 
in 
voyages 
betVeen 


Portsmouth and London and was now- 
settled in that city) contributed large- 
ly himself 
and 
procured persons in 


London to assist in completing it. The 
queen (Caroline) presented several fo- 
lio prayer books and a service of plate 
for the use of the altar, consisting of 
two large flagons, a cnaltee, a paten 
and a. christening: bason, all stamped 
with the royal arms." In honor o£ the 
royal donor the new edifice received 
the name of Queen's chapel. 
This handsome communion service 


is still in use at St. John's. 


About the same time was received 


the "Vinegar" 
Bible, 
which to-day 
stands in its handsome case (nen.r the 
reading desk) opened at the page on 
which the famous misprint occurs. 


A chalice of silver was presented in 


the year 173C by Captain Christopher 
Rymes, which is still occasionally used 
at St. John's. It is a very plain cup— 
evidently of provincial manufacture— 
and on it are engraved the name of the 
donor and the year. 


In 1745 another g-lft came to Queen's 


chapel. The officers of the New Hamp- 
shire regiment which assisted at the 
capture of Louisburg from the French 
brought home with them the bell of 
the chapel which stood within the for- 
tification. The bell had been cast in 
France, and was sent 
to Louisburg 


early in the century. 
It was a great 


acquisition to the 
chapel of Ports- 


mouth, and it hung In the belfry for 
sixty years, until in 1S06 occurred the 
great fire which destroyed the chapel, 
the name of the church having mean- 
while been changed to St. John's. The 
bell was much injured, so that it was 
necessary to have it recast. The work 
was done by Paul Revere of Revolu- 
tionary fame at his foundry in Boston. 
On completion of St. John's in 1303, it 
was hung In the 
belfry 
of 
the new 


church. 
In 1896, after nearly ninety 


years of faithful service, its tone had 
become so much Impaired that another I 
recasting was requisite, in which some 
300 pounds of new metal were added. 
Thus we have in the bell which every 
Sunday rings eut from the tower of 
St. John's the metal of the 
old bell 
that nearly two 
hundred 
years agro 


called the French to prayers within the 
walls of Louisburg. 


Sixteen years later another of the 


spoils of war came to Queen's chapel. 
This also was taken frpm the French, 
between whom 
and 
the 
English In 


those days the state of war seemed to 
be the normal condition. 


Captain John Tufton Mason, a res- j 


tdent of Portsmouth, a lineal descend- 
ant in the fifth generation from Cap- ! 
tain John Mason, the founder, was In ; 
the expedition against the French post , 
of Senegal, in 
Africa. He 
brought 


home from this African expedition the ! 
beautiful porphyry font which stands j 
In St. John's to-day. 


It Is an ancient piece of workman- 


ship—of greater 
antiquity 
than the 


Loulsburg bell and undoubtedly ante- 
dates the settlement of this country. 


TTpon the metal l!rl of the font is en- 
graved in L.\tin the story of its pre- 
sentation to Queen's chapel. The fol- 
lowing is n free translation:

the men and the company were pleasant 
and during that period there were no 
strikes. "Wages, he said, were voluntarily 
increased thirty-live per cent. With the 
Increase of wages during the 1000 strike, 
the wages of the men have been in- 
creased forty-five per cent since 1877.

THE UNIVERSITY. 


Senator Lukens is Studying Plans 


—Interest on Carmen's Deposit— 


Gossip From the Capitol. 


. SACRAMENTO. Jan. 20.—To raise the 
$500,000 which has been promised to the 
University of California by the Legisla- 
ture, this year, without making the ef- 
fort oppressive to the people at large 
of the State, is ths work on which Sen- 
itor Lukens is now engaged. 


It is not an easy task, but the Senator 


has addressed himself to It with his usual 
..foresight and energy and there !s little 
doubt that he will be endorsed by his 
conferees and that the undertaking will 
be a success. 


The Senator Is now working, on a bill 


which will have for its object the rais- 
ing of revenue by the imposition of a 
fee somewhat larger than it has 
been 


heretofore. 
This fee will be paid 
by 


people who have large interests in the 
State and who will not feel the Increase 
In the impost. Just what department of 
State income will be affected by the Sen- 
ator's 
measure, Mr. Lukens at present 


•iecllnes to state. His bill, however, will 
be ready In a few days and then for the 
first time, its details will be made known. 


It Is not unlikely, however, that some 


use will be made of fees from the office 
of the Secretary of State because some- 
thing of this kind was suggested 
two 


years ago. by alumni of the .University. 
The money, however, did not go to the 
University but to the State Library, ra- 
ther, 
which was supported in a royal 


manner. There are many large corpora- 
tions which are required to file their ar- 
ticles of corporation in this office and it 
is quite likely that they will be required 
to part with some of their thousands for 
the purpose of doing business here. 


Some of the friends Jf the University 


have suggested that these ought to be 
used always as a University fund, 
but 


Secretary- of State Curry, who has the 
welfare of the State University at heart 
Is opposed to the idea because it fluctu- 
ates, according to the capitalization of 
oorporatlons. Mr. Curry would prefer to 
have a fixed sum for the support of the 
University. 


WALSH AND EIGHT HOURS, 


Assemblyman Phil M. Walsh Introduc- 


ed his bin making eight hours a legal 
Say's work. The measure has been safe- 
guarded in many ways, more especially 
by the adoption, by the people, of an 
amendment 
to the Constitution by a 


large majority at the late election. Tho 
a.ct governs in cases of all kinds of work 
on 
public buildings and when violated 


causes the forfeiture of whatever con- 
tract may have been entered into. At 
the same time, there Is a fine of $100 
with the attendance of 30 days in jail 
for the first offense or for subsequent 
violations a fine not to exceed $500. and 
an alternative not to exceed six months 
In jail. The bill has been endorsed by a 
number of working people. 


INTEREST ON CARMEN'S DEPOSIT. 
Assemblyman 
-Walsh has Introduced 


another bill which will be appreciated by 
men In the employment »f street 
car 


companies throughout the State. Many 
of these companies exact a deposit rang- 
ing from $25 to $50 from employes 
to 


guarantee the payment In the event of ! 
injury 
to tho company's property for 


which the employes arc responsible. The 
operatives are deprivoc"! of the use of this j 
amount while the company enjoys the | 
benefit and interest. When one consid- 
ers that some of these companies have 
the deposit of hundreds of men In their 
employment one may imagine the amount 
of other people's money they are enjoy- 
ing the income on. 


SENATOR LEAVITT'S BILLS. 


Senator Leavltt asked for an approprla- j 


tlon of $15,000 to reimburse the Durham j 
trust fund, of which that amount had 
been withdrawn for the purpose at build- 
ing an emergency hospital at the Deaf, 
and Blind asylum In Berkeley. 


He also Introduced an amendment to 


the- vagrancy law. relating to fallen wo- 
men and drunkards. 


LEGALIZING CODES. 


At a conference of the Judiciary Com- 


mittees and the Code Commissioners to- 
night, for the purpose of ascertaining how 
many bills would have to be Introduced 
In order to have the codes legalized ac- 
cording to ihe decision of the Supreme 
Court, it way shown that the measures 
would be364 in unmber, and that the com- 
mittees would meet 
Monday, 
Tuesday, 


Wednesday and Thursaay nights to con- 
sider the same. 


BANK COMMISSION. 


Senator Caldwell has been placed before 


the people by sundry papers as the Im- 
placable enemy of ex-Governor Gage and 
the Irreconcilable political enemy of Dan 
Kevane, now a member of the 
State 


Board of Bank Commissioners, 
But the 


Senator denies that he Is either one or 
the other. 
He has taken the stand he 


has, he says, against the Bank Commis- 
sion because he considers It absolutely 
useless as a means of protection to the 
people of the State against the Incom- 
petence or the dishonesty of people in the 
banking business. 


"I am not against Gage. I have noth- 


iae against.him. 
I n.m opposed to the 


Board of Bank Commissioners, because 
I believe the board is no good," he said. 


"It does nothing, It can do nothing to 
protect the people. 
It did nothing for 


the people when the Pacific Bank failed In 
1S93. 
It did not prevent the failing of 


the Pacific Home Savings Bank, which 
also failed 
in San 
Francisco 
In 1893. 


Nothing was done by It until the last mo- 
ment with the Riverside Banking Com- 
pany, which also closed doors. 
There 


was another bank, in San Jose, which 
failed for $28,000. The commission did 
nothing to stop that. 
I was told by a 


banker that a member of the commission 
called one day at his bank just about 
noon. 
The commissioner said: 'I can't 


wait now. 
I'm going, to lunch; you Just 


count up the cash yourself.' 
The bank- 


er did count the money. 
Now where Is 


the wisdom In having a commission of 
that kind? 
I was opposed to the com- 


mission two years ago. I voted against 
it. 


"There Is only one thing to be done and 


that is to ascertain from the banker just 
what they think ought to be done to give 
assistance to the people. The Bank Com- 
mission will not give It.

Commission, in which the following sen- 
tences occur: 


"The demand for incoporation of trada 


unions is the last trench of those who 
oppose organized labor. It is impudent 
and presumptuous. Xo friend of trade 
unionism ever believed in it or advo- 
cated it, or called for It. It Is demanded 
today by the Interests at those enemies, 
who have used every means at their com- 
mand to oppose trade unionism, to coun- 
teract its influence and destroy it.
